IN MEMORIAM 


Almost all of the fifty years of Mather Col- 
lege have been watched over by Dr. Thwing. 
As President of Western Reserve University 
from 1890 until 1921 and President Emeritus 
from that time until his death, he has won 
our appreciation and respect by his friendly 
counsels. As an interested friend of every 
student of Mather College, we have loved 
him. As an integral part of our college 
home, suddenly departed, we have missed 
him. The welcoming smile, the kindly inter- 
est, the loyal purpose, and the high ideals of 
Dr. Thwing have become a part of the spirit 
of Mather College that succeeding anniver- 


saries will find still present in the hearts of 


the students.

Dr. Haydn was the founder of 
this College. He had accepted 
the presidency of Adelbert Col- 
lege and of Western Reserve 
University, then hardly more 
than a name to cover the asso- 
ciation of the Medical School 
with Adelbert, because the old 


College at Hudson, transplanted 


to Cleveland, seemed unable to 
grow. A controversy about co- 


education, a late experiment in 


the history of the College, em- 
bittered the situation. In his 
inaugural address on January 24, 1888, Dr. Haydn proposed a new plan, a reorganized 
University, better provision for student life at Adelbert, and, most important, a solution of 
the problem of higher education for women, by establishing a College for Women co- 
ordinate with Adelbert. A born leader, with abounding vitality, courage and imagina- 
tion, he immediately found friends for the new project. The foremost of these were Eliza 
A. Clark and Flora Stone Mather, two philanthropic women in his own parish, for he 
was also pastor of the Old Stone Church. Even after he ceased to be president his in- 
fluence remained. This is symbolized by Haydn Hall, built by Mrs. Mather, and the 
Florence Harkness Foundation, established by Mrs. Stephen V. Harkness as a tribute to 


him. He was the first to serve as professor on the Foundation.

Since the college was founded 
in 1888 under the foresighted 
leadership of Dr. Haydn, the his- 
tory of Flora Stone Mather Col- 
lege has been one of continuous 
expansion. 

Charles F. Thwing, the second 
president, introduced many pro- 
gressive ideas and continued the 
high ideals embodied in Dr. 
Haydn‘s plan. He was influen- 
tial in establishing schools, and 
in increasing vocational oppor- 
tunity for women. During his ad- 
ministration the college grew academically and received many gifts and endowments. 


During the presidency of Dr. Vinson the college was renamed in honor of Mrs. Flora 


Stone Mather, a generous benefactress. 


For the past five years President Leutner, cooperating with the present dean, Miss Helen 
M. Smith, has helped to broaden the scope of Mather activities. From unpretentious be- 
ginnings in the old Ford House on the corner of Adelbert and Euclid, Mather has at- 


tained an enviable position among the leading women’s colleges of this country.

The faculty of twelve of the College for 
Women in 1888 was a far cry from Mather’s 
present staff of some one hundred and twenty 
men and women. Of the first twelve, one, 
Miss Eliza Hardy Lord, Dean of the new col- 
lege, was wholly our own. Certain of the 
Adelbert College faculty agreed to give their 
services, their laboratories and their library 
for a period of three years. Within those 
three years, the College for Women added 
many to her own staff. Since then the most 
outstanding additions to the original curricu- 
lum have been Home Economics, Sociology, 
and Business Administration. The college 
has since continued to pursue a policy of co- 
ordinate education in certain departments.

“United we stand’“—the entire Mather student 
body organized into a single group, the Student's 
Association. Initiated in 1897, and pursuing its 
way through the present, the Student’s Association 

is the powerful voice of Mather. 


In 1912 the Student Council was inaugurated to 
help the president of the Association in the direc- 
tion of student government. In the Council are 

concentrated the executive and legal powers of the 
students. During the past year, Helene PurDun 
as president of the Student’s Association has been 
president of the Student Council, and chairman of 
the Honor Board as well. Other officers of the 
Student's Association are Vice President Margaret 
Boothby, Secretary Abby Huston, and Treasurer 
Miriam Schrader. 


The Student Council has sponsored many of the 
most important Mather Activities: the Big-Little 
Sister party, Stunt Night, the Stunt Night Dance, 
the tea for new students, and the May Day Dance. 


A vote for women! Suffrage and responsibility 
in the dorms! This is the cry that brought a char- 
ter from the advisory board of Mather which 
created in 1916 the Self-Government Association 
of the dormitories. The Interdormitory Board is 
judicial and legislative in its function of controll- 
ing the uniform privileges and regulations of the 
girls living in Flora Mather, Guilford, Tyler and 
University Houses; and is social when it sponsors 
the spring and the fall interdorm formals.

Progress was rapid in Mather’s early beginning. 
In one single year, 1892, came the dedication of 
Clark Hall, and of Guilford Cottage, and perhaps 
not so great in size but as long lasting, the first 
of a College for Women literary magazine, The 
College Folio. It fulfilled the purpose of being an 
outlet for literary talent as well as an instrument 
for keeping the young ladies of the day informed 
of campus news. An amusing example is an item 
found in an early issue, ‘Miss Perry has been ill 
for four days!” 


In 1917, the inscription on the sun dial, “I only 
count the hours that shine’ provided inspiration 
for a revived literary publication, the Sun Dial, 
dedicated to make those shining hours happier. 


The present Sun Dial under the co-editorship 
this year of Jeanne Gibbons and Alice Garber is 
not only an organ for creative effort but it is de- 
veloping a new policy of providing for individual 
students a means of communicating criticism and 

opinion to the rest of the student body. 


Space for Mather in the Reserve newspaper? 
Well, maybe—Mather can have a single column 
on aback page! This was Mather’s humble share 

in 1905 when she was an unimportant part of the 
impressive Reserve Tribune. 


But Mather’s growing prominence in the Uni- 
versity is reflected by her growth in the newspaper. 
Mather news not only occupies its rightful place on 
the first page, but her one original column has 
expanded so that she is evident even on the here- 
tofore sacred-to-men sports page.

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Strangely enough, it was the Poetry Club of 
1925, a struggling group of seven would-be poets, 
that was the forbear of the present Parnassus Prose 

Club. By 1927 the club’s original purpose had 

broadened so that it began to include students 
who were really more interested in prose than 
poetry. Three of these hardy pioneers organized 
the Writer’s Club, and had separate meetings from 
the Poetry Club—in order to write as they pleased. 


The Parnassus Prose Club has grown from its 
primary purpose as an organ of creation into a 


group of critics. The present policy of the club is 
to promote the reading by busy college girls of 
novels, plays, and biographies to discuss and re- 
view books so that the girls can keep abreast of 
contemporary literature and perhaps be inspired 
to do creative writing themselves as did their 
predecessors in the Writer’s Club.

proved equipment” the college cata. 
logue announced that the Instructor 
assigned exercises “according to the 
needs of each student as shown by 
careful examination and measure- 
ments made by the consulting lady 
physician.” With the building of 
Clark Hall, athletics came into prom- 
inence with a gymnasium on the third 
floor and a Tennis Association of two 
members. Basketball became more 
and more popular and two or three 
highly-contested games were played 
during the year. The college annual 
announced at this time that ‘the 
spinning wheel has been replaced by 
bicycling, basketball, and rowing,” 
The enthusiasm for all sorts of sports 
developed steadily, and in 1909 a new 
gymnasium building took the place of 
the inadequate third floor. It is this 
building which is the center of our 
physical education program today,

but it is a much revised building and a much revised program from that of 
the early days of the College for Women. 

The building itself has undergone several startling changes. When the 
| present athletic department came to Mather in 1936 the balcony of the 
| gym was enclosed, equipped with mats and mirrors, and became the home 
of the Body Mechanics classes, where selected exercises are given, not “ac- 
cording to the measurements of the consulting lady physician,” but accord- 
ing to very scientific anthropometric, orthopedic, and motor examinations. 
The boiler room in the basement underwent an even more remarkable 
| change when it become the Games Room for badminton, indoor golf, volley- 
ball, and ping pong. Around this room the Athletic Association innovated 
Sports Nite, and evening of all sorts of games for Mather girls and their 
escorts. The Games Room is also the meeting place of the folk-dancing and 
tap dancing classes and the Dance Club.
